MATTERN, COUNSEL CLASH 


OVER CHANGED TESTIMONY 


McPherson Witness 


Draws Lawyer’s Ire 


Former Government House Aide Contradicts 
Testimony of Minister, Declares Plaintiff's 
Attorney—Denies Ever Having Gone With 
Father to Return Former \ife to her Home

The ordeal of Captain LeRoy Mattern, former Govern- 
iment House aide, who was called by Hon. O. L. McPherson 
to testify that he had maintained adulterous relations with 
the Minister’s former wife ended in the witness box on Fri- 
day afternoon, but not before George Van Allen, K.C., cross- 
examining counsel, had suggested that a portion of his evi- 
dence was “‘a tissue of lies” and charged that he had “formed 
the habit of sleeping with other men’s wives.” 

Mattern was under cross-examination on his story all 
day. At the afternoon session, Mr. Van Allen confronted 
him with numerous contradictions between his own testi- 
mony and that of the Minister, Mrs. Helen Mattern (now 
married to Hon. Mr. McPherson) and other witnesses. He | 
particularly wanted to know how it happened that Capt. 
Mattern, when he went to the Flanagan Hotel at Saskatoon 
to keep a rendezvous with Mrs. Cora McPherson, had signed | 
his undisguised signature as “L. R. Mattern and wife, Ed- 
monton” if it was actually a secret, illicit meeting between 
the pair, and not (as Mrs. McPherson had alleged) for the 
purpose of supplying ‘“‘hotel evidence” for the McPherson 
and Mattern divorces. 


Only to Give Advice ~ 

The witness first stated that it was not intended as an 
illicit, guilty rendezvous. He said he had only gone there 
to give advice and comfort to Mrs. McPherson who had left 
home a few days before and was feeling lonely and in need 
of advice. 

“Then why did you register ‘and wife’? You didn’t 
have to register Mrs. McPherson as your wife at the hotel 
if you had only gone there to give her advice in her difficul- 
ties,” pointed out Mr. Van Allen. 

The witness adhered to his position that it was not in- 
tended as an adulterous meeting. 

“Not after what you said had happened between you in 
the music room of the McPherson home?” demanded counsel. 

“I may have thought it a possibility,” admitted the wit- 
ness. 

“But why,” persisted Mr. Van Allen, “did you not, if |

this was a secret meeting, register under an assumed name’ 


Virtuously Indignant 


Capt. Mattern seized the opening. In tones of outraged 
virtue, he replied: “I am not in the habit, Mr. Van Allen, of 
using other men’s names.” 

“No, but you had formed the habit of sleeping with other 
men’s wives,”’ retorted counsel. 

Mr. Justice Ford intervened as the sparks started to fly, 
and the questioning proceeded on a quieter level, with the 
witness protesting that his wife, Helen, had no knowledge 
that he was meeting Mrs. McPherson for the purpose of pro- 
viding hotel evidence though she had previously written to 
Mrs. Lucille McPherson at Great Falls: “It’s settled, they’re 
going.” | 

“What was settled?” demanded Mr. Van Allen. | 

“I can’t remember,” said the witness. 


Might Have Discussed It 


“IT suggest it meant that you and Cora had arranged to | 
leave together,” declared counsel. 

“Not necessarily,” argued the witness who admitted that 
he might have taken part in a conversation with “Tony” and 
“Helen” at which Mrs. McPherson’s intention to leave home 
was discussed. He qualified his admissions by asserting that | 
he had never agreed to go away with Mrs. McPherson or to 
marry her or support her, if she did go away. | 

Capt. Mattern said that Mrs. McPherson has sought his 
advice as to where to go to, suggesting that she might go 
to Calgary or to Great Falls. 

“I advised Saskatoon,” he said. 

Asked to explain his reasons for advising Saskatoon, he 
said that Mrs. McPherson has friends at Calgary and rela- 
tions at Great Falls. 
these two places, she would not feel lonely, whereas if she 
went to Saskatoon where she had no friends, she would | 
vealize her folly in leaving home and speedily return to it) 
and to her husband. 


Denies Considering Cost | 
“Coupled with the fact,” suggested Mr, Van Allen, *‘that | 
Saskatoon was on the air run and you could visit her cheaply | 


there.” 


Capt. Mattern indignantly denied any such sordid mo- | 
tive. | 

“Why,” asked Mr. Van Allen, “if you wanted her to go 
to Saskatoon so that she would get lonely and want to go 
back to her husband, did you visit her-there? Did you think 
that would help her to go back to her husband?” 

The witness insisted that his intentions in going to Sas- | 
katoon had been honorable. 

A discrepancy which Mr, Van Allen harried the witness 
with related to an occasion in the fall of 1930, after the coast 
trip, when Hon, Mr. McPherson had to go to Ottawa on pub- 
lic business for ten days and during which time Mrs, Mattern 


stayed at his home.

“The truth is,” he declared, “that 
there must be a solidarity of all 
continents. “I wish, I hope and I

As the main purpose to be served from 149th 
Street west to accommodate through traffic, 
rather than to give access to adjoining property, a 
paved roadway twenty or twenty-two feet wide 
would seem to meet the needs of the time. It could 
be widened as local conditions change or as increase 
of traffic demands 

The cost of carrying out the work is estimated at 
$57,600. Fortunately bonds to that amount have 
been left over from last year’s operations, repre- 
senting the saving that was made in carrying 
through last year’s program for less than the esti- 
mates. These can be sold as a favorable opportunity 
offers. Meantime the work can be financed by 
issuing treasury notes against the bonds. 

It is possible therefore to permanently condition 
that outlet and inlet for traffic to and from points 
west of the city, without any increase in the 
authorized capital debt. The cost would be met 
out of the amount saved because previous work 
has been done for less than it was expected to cost. 
Since this is the last of the main trunk roads to 
get attention, it would be a mistake to not take 
advantage of the opportunity to put it in proper 
condition without further delay.

truth it is of the highest political 
importance, for it records the 
passing of a man without whose 
aid the Dominion of Canada of 
today would never have been. 

His was a remarkable career. In 
his youth, carried away by the 
eloquence of Papineau, he fought 
in the rebel ranks at St. Denis 
and St. Charles; he died a baronet, 
honored by his sovereign, much 
loved by his fellow Canadians of 
all nationalities, except those few, 
who, blinded by partisanship, de- 
nied to the living statesman that 
recognition that they gave to the 
dead Father of Confederation 

Entering the parliament of the 
Province of Canada in 1849 as 
for Vercheres he soon 
won recognition and within fuur 
years was twice offered cabinet 
rank. In 1855 he became a min- 
ister and for a quarter of a cen- 
he remained at the top. From 
1855 dated his association with 
John A. Macdonald, which was to 
mean so much for the future of 
the then disrupted and scattered 
British colontes in North America. 

Georges Cartier was a man of 
vision; he often planned alone, 
he was a political autocrat; on 
one occasion he said: “I confess 
that in all important acts of my 
life, of my political career, I have 
not consulted anyone.” 

The Grand Trunk railway was 
built largely through his intlu-

was one of the first to act, rather 
than talk, about confederation, As 
early as 1858 when premier he 
had in the speech from the throne 
urged a conference of the prov- 
ince and, with Alexander T. Galt 
and John Rose, went to London, 
to urge such a step on the British 
government. That failed, owing 
to apathy on colonial matters in 
England, but Cartier was ayain 
to the fore at Charlottetown and 
Quebec in 1864. It was because 
of his great influence with his 
fellow countrymen and their con- 
fidence in his judgment and pa- 
triotism that the French Cana- 
dians gave their support to a plan, 
which, on the surface, seemed to 
menace their institutions and their 
very identity; on the other hend, 
it was mainly because, in the in- 
terests of French Canada, Cartier 
stood like a rock for a federal 
system, that those who, like Jchn 
A. Macdonald favored a legisla- 
tive union, had to give way. 

The rebel of youth died the 
loyalist of mature manhood. He 
was only 59 when he died in Lon- 
don on business for Canada and 
the mother land. His career de- 
serves more study by Canadians 
outside of Quebec than it receives. 
True in all things to his church 
and his race, he was yet at neart 
“An Engilshman speaking French,” 
to quote what was supposed to be 
a compliment by a political toe 
after his death. He knew, and 
ever asserted, that the only safe 
future for Canada was as a British 
country,

The 
surprising fact is that we are mot usually injures 
by very real dangers when we are watching for 
them. It is the unexpected ones that take us to the || 
nospital or the last resting place. There are fewer || 
serious automobile accidents on well-travelled | 
highways than there are at litile-travelled inter | 
sections, While on this subject some of the unusua, | 
accidents of the past year may be interesting to my 
readers. 

A newspaper man was playing bridge. He made 
a grand slam and was so surprised that he leaped 
up from the bridge table in too much of a hurry || 
and dislocated his shoulder. Another shoulder was || 
dislocated in a football player, not from forcing his | 
way through the opposing eleven, but by being li 
kicked by his younger brother who was asleep | 

More people would be drowned while swim. || 
ming were it not for the lifeguards who are on the |, 
watch to prevent this expected danger. However, |) 
there was no lifeguard on hand when a man fell 
head first into a crock of vinegar and was drowned 
Another unusual drowning, which we hope was 
more pleasant, was that of a man who drowned in 
a puddle of wine. 

Knowing all of the dangers of the things which 
one is accustomed to handling does not necessarily 
guarantee safety. A teacher of chemistry absent- 
mindedly made the mistake of picking up a glass || 
of acid from his desk, drank it like water and died. 

Tf anyone should know the dangers of infeciion, it 

is a doctor; yet a famous doctor in Chicago, in ad- | 
justing a dressing, pricked his finger with a safety 
pin, neglected to care for the wound and was killed 
by infection. 

Those who watch acrobats going through their 
dangerous acts before audiences wonder how they 
escape being dashed to death. No one would expect 
an acrobat in everyday life to make a mistake 
while walking, yet an acrobat strolling along on a 
level sandy beach, tripped and broke his neck. 

In observing an accident it sometimes seems 
that nothing can save the victim, yet there is an 
authentic case of a little girl who ran in front of 
an automobile which knocked her down and passed 
over her body. Save for a few scratches she was 
unscathed; however, the aged driver of the car died 
from shock. 

A strange incident is that of a boy who flew a 
kite which contacted a high tension wire, the line 
short-circuited, flamed and broke. A man waiking 
by was hit by one of the loose ends which knocked 
off his hat and burned it to a crisp. The end then 
hit the paving, connected with a leaking gas main 
which exploded; but. nobody was hurt 

Some of these accidents are quoted from an in- 
teresting monthly magazine called “Public Safety” 
which deserves credit for its fine work in warning 
people to be more careful in everyday lifc. Health 
is something which is so precious that we should 
forever be on our guard to preserve it, not only 
against injury, but also the dangers which ma 
come lige a bolt out of the clear sky. ’

are to be tabled in the anual con- 
ferences in each province this 
month or next 

In the whole Church the numbe 
of persons under pastoral oversigh 
has increased from 1,261,778 in 
1926 to 1,630,465 at the end of 1982 
The net gain in constituency in 
the six years is 368,687 person 
Those who were received into com- 
munion in the same period on pro- 
fession of faith total 204,429 per- 


sons, or an average of slightly 
more than 25,553 per annum. Dur-! 
ing 1932 the number so received 
was 5,343 persons. 

INCREASES SHOWN 

During the calendar year 19382, 
for which returns have been made 
there was an increase of 7,913 
families under oversight or from 
421,953 to 429,866 families. There 
were under oversight a total of 
78,206 persons not connected with 
families. Each of the eleven con- 
ferences of the Church shows ar 
increase in membership as com- 
pared with 1931,

REDUCTION IN 
_ WHEAT AC’ACE 
FOR PROVINCE 


Will Result From Late, 
Heavy Spring Rains, 
Crop Report States 


Considerable reduction of acreage 
sown to wheat will result from the 
late, heavy spring rains, 
ranging from five to 10 per cent in 
some areas to as high as 15 and 20 
per cent in others, according to the 
fortnightly crop report of the pro- 


vincial agricultural department 
issued on Saturday by authority of 
Hon. George Hoadley 

The general seeding situation is 
progressing 

In the south eastern and east- 
central areas, seeding will be prac 


tically completed by Saturday night 
with 50 per cent of the crop already 
sown showing above ground 
There is considerable seeding 
to be done in the south western and 
west-central parts of the province 
along the foothills there is consid- 
erable wheat seeding to be done and 


vet 


the percentage of wheat above 
ground is smail 
In the Peace River area and the 


north-eastern parts, the percentage 
of seeding finished is not more than 
cent 
WHEAT ABOVE GROUND 

All wheat above ground is show- 
ing a healthy growth and germina- 
tion generally seems to have been 
satisfactory, in some places being 
more rapid than in the same areas 
in previous years 

One of the beneficial results of 
the heavy general precipitation in 
the province has been the halting 
of soil drifting 

Pastures are coming on well and 
livestock is in good condition. Ex- 
ports to the British market, of beef 
cattle, are to be heavier this year 
than last, with a slightly better 
price prevailing Already several 
fine shipments have gone forward to 
England and several thousand head 
are remaining on feed lots under 
contract to be finished 

Records of precipitation since May 
1 bear out the fact that this has 
been one of the wettest spring sea- 
sons in many years.
